scope as the one issued to Bri. Pending this 
question, Indiana courts have decided that the 
Bell Telephone, as à commen carrier of news 
or intelligence, as well asa quasi-public cor- 
pomation,” has no right to discriminate between 
persons, but must serve all alike at such rates 
as the State law has prescribed or pay the fines 
imposed for failure. If the Telephone Com- 
pany had carried out its threat and withdrawn 
from the State, the effect of its peculiar patent 
would have been to deprive Indiana of any 
telephone service whatever until that State 
waived the right to regulate the Bell Company 
in any way, and not even a company offering 
better service at lower rates would have been 
permitted to take the plac® abandoned by the 
Bell monopoly in Indiana. A patent of such 
scope is certainly contrary to public policy, 
and it is certainly important that the authority 
to issue such patents shall be adjudicated at 
once.
